'movies, and such programs as “Hogan’s 
Heroes," and swastikas are relics or 
something; to laugh at, you weren’t at the. 
rally on znd Avenue between 84th and 85th 
Streets on Saturday, July 31 around 6 P,M, 
It was held by the National Renaissance 
Party, a neo-Nazi organization, who 
hurled verbal vitriol at the onlookers, 
v while under the protection of over 40 
Tactical Patrol Force- policemen. 

As Americans, we are entitled to 
protection by the police, and to the right of 
freedom of speech, but where does free 
speech end and inciting a riot, begin? 

Not content to lambaste, the Jews, their 
most frequent target, they also took out 
after blacks, hurling insults— to put it most 
mildjy^at both groups with equal fervor. 
At least they showed no. discrimination in 
deciding, whom to insult to what extent^ 
they tore into both groups with equal 
Vehemence. That i$ probably the only good 
thing that can be said about them; 

They set their platform up in* front of a 
store owned by blacks, and proceeded to 
hurl their insults. Of the blacks, they said 
all of them should be expelled from this 
continent,, and that the crime rate of the 
blacks was the, result not of poverty or 
ghetto conditions, but of racial inferiority, 
Another Nazi, speaking loudly and in* 
coherently, could make only three words 
understood to the listening crowd: Kike, 
Jew, and Nigger, He repeated these words 
again and again, 

Turing to the Jews-^or turning on the 
•Jews^they informed the crowd that 
Jewish women an 1 as free with the! t bodies 
“as pieces, of meat,” thnt the- Jews are 
responsible for porndgraphy . for ,the black *

Not all those who were listening were 1 
sympathetic, As the Nazis chanted “White 1 
Power, White Power, White Power!” and 
challenged and goadof passerbys to cross ! 
the police barricade, and yelled out the ’ 
word “kike,” an enraged youth ran up to i 
the barricade. He was spit on and swung at « 
by a Nazi, He swung back, and a scuffle 1 
ensued. Other onlookers began to get their i 
licks in, and so, of course, did the Nazis s 
The youth was led away by the police, the i 
barricades were extended, and the crowd 1 
was' pushed back* The speeches became 
more militant, with the, words “nigger” 
and “kike” becoming more frequent, 
replacing the words “black” and “Jew,” 
The black couple who own the store in 
front of which the rally was taking place 
had tried to drown out the speakers by 
Getting up stereo speakers in front of the 
Store, aha playing soul music loudly, A 
young, couple, on the third floor of the 
building put their stero speakers on the 
window sill and began loudly playing rock. 
The Nazis played German marching 
music, and drowned the others out. One of 
the Nazi (speakers asserted that, he hates 
certain Americans, with a passion, He 
pointed W the couple on the third floor, 
The: 1 Naxis were egging on another 
member of the crowd, now, Alan Glass, 
Manhattan co-ordinator for the Jewish 
Defense ^ague, They began exchanging 
Words with the young man, Mr, Glass 
could not lake any more of hearing the 
Nazis slahdcring the Jews and cursing hirh 
personally, Finally, he jumped the 
»» rr1cad *‘ 


One Nazi physically attacked him, and a 
brawl ensued, leaving a Nazi Party 
member with a wound in the back, of his 
head, which later required stitches, Mr, 
Glass was arrested for felonious assault. 
The rally ended at this point, It seemed 
the Nazis had accomplished their purpose, 
They had stirred up ill will, spread their 
slanderous gospel, and made a Jew to 
appear to be. the bad guy, But they will be 
back, According to rumors, the Nazis will 
return soon. It might be enlightening for 
some of our local politicians to observe the 
next rally, Perhaps the F.B.L could even 
take time off from some of its more

questionable, activities, to listen and see 
the sort of trouble^making propaganda 
these people am disseminating, both 
verbally and in the leaflets they hand out. 

(Example,. “Wehave been forced to 
fight, three bloody wars for which our 
nation gained nothing but , . . victory for 
World Communism,” ”Wc are daily 
Subjected to movies, television programs, 
and literature that continuously belittle 
the strong, ’ intelligent White Man and 


glorify the wdak/ thfc, effeminate, and 1 
H praved, the Jew, and the Negro.-” “Je*vs 
s» . e cold-bloodedly murdered . , , the oest 
non Jews trapped in the clutches of their 
horrible Communism in order to deprive 
the ensla ved Gentiles of all intelligence, all 
courage, all devotion, and all morality,”^ 
“<Jows> are using the Negro for two 
purposes: to degrade, corrupt, and 
mongrelize you and your children, and to 
form a trained-ape Red MauMau Army to, 
protect the Jews in case you wake up 
before it is too late. They are establishing a 
cordon of Negro zombies to protect them in 
Washington, . , . and New York , , , just in 
case, we wake up before they take our guns 
away from us,” “Einstein and Freud . . , 
contributed more confusion to the orderly 
progress of science than they have useful 
' knowledge , Salk has produced a vaccine 
of questionable value/’) 

Are statements such as these, made 
verbally in public or distributed la printed 
form at a rally, truly an excercise in free 
speech? Or are they slander, and inr 
dtemont to riot? Are the solutions they 
offer to the “black problem” in line with 
the American way of doing things—or are 
they an echo of Hitler’s solution to the 
“Jewish problem” in the. WW If era? If the 
Nazis wish to rid America of all blacks, 
and the blacks do not wish to be deported, 
will they next suggest that they have 
solution to any possible shortage of fuel for 
America's furnaces? And, if they wish to 
rid the entire American continent of 
blacks, what, then, do they propose to do 


^thjhe Jews, whom they seem to ’ hate 
with even greater venom, if that is ^ 
possible? i 

If the Nazis are entitled to the freedom to 
say all these things, in public—if they 
are—what rights do Jews and blacks have 
to defend themselves and their reputations 
from these' people, and to defend their 
persons from the possible consequences of 
a sympathetic stirred-up crowd? 

The next time you see an old WW II 
movie on TV, don’t, settle back too com- 
placently to watch it. It’s not all past 
history. It’s not all quite so safely behind 
us;

The source described the NRP as an anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic, and neo-Fascist organization. 

This source stated that the program of the 
NRP, formulated in 19<$5» is aimed at the establish- 
ment of a "Racial Nationalist State" to be accomplished 
by calling a Constitutional Convention to ratify r. 
necessary amendments to the United States Constitution 
in order to carry out the NRP program. The Source 
advised that as of April 16, 1970, the NRP program

The 16 members of the NRP arrived at the scene 
of the rally in four separate cars at 1:45 P»»» They set up 
a portable speakers platform and a public address system. The 
public address system was housed in a green Renault car bearing 
New York State license tag HN 64 06. 

.A white male identifying himself as James Kadole, 
Leader of the NRP,. stepped up to the speakers stand and announced 
that members of the NRP would be posted around the address 
system and the speakers platform and would defend the rally 
against anyone trying to disrupt the rally. ftadole mentioned 
that the NRP believes in -law and order, and does not advocate 
violence. The NRP supports’ the police. Kadolo said that 
all minority groups are organizing and causing chaos in American 
society. He spoke about racial relations and said that 
intergration does not work

Madole also mentioned the Attica incident and spoke 
in complete support of the guards attack actions. He said the 
NRP does not believe in brotherhood and is anti- Jew, anti-black, 
and anti-corrupt politician. Madole further stated that all 
races are not created equal, and that the white race is supreme. 

Sou£d£ stated'jtrat the next speaker identified 
hims&lf as Rav-ffirankhouser/ ana that he had been a member of 
the Ku Klux Klan since he was 17 years old. Frankhouser 
stated that white people in America have too much respect tor 
the blacks. He said we live in a nation filled with lies and 
hypocrisies and controlled by corrupt politicians. He said we 
cannot let the tyrant government take over our lives. He said 
also that the NRP will fight and die for what it believes. 

He kept saying that the color of your skin will be your uniform. 


Source stated that at this point a black middle 
aged man tried to storm the stage but was quickly restrained 
by city policemen and NRP members. The speaker then resumed 
speaking,, he said "We are fanatics" meaning the NRP. He said 
the youth of this country have too much freedom.

^Rayej ^ymember of 'the NRP. He said all blacks should be sent 
back to Africa. He mentioned that the NRP is going to do 
something about it soon. He said the NRP will not listen to 
any long haired idiots. 

a/. ./& The next speaker identified himself as Louis 
mogtaroio. member of the NRP. According to the source Kostaccio 
repeated what the other speakers had said and stressed "the 
color of your skin will be your uniform". During his talk, 
people were heckling very loudly. A black man then embraced 
a uniformed city policeman, who was guarding the speakers plat- 
form and was qdickly restrained. The source advised that this 
individual was the same person who tried to storm the speakers : 
platform earlier in the rally. 


Speakers who had previously spoken came back to 
address the audience for a second time. All speakers said 
approximately the same things they said initially. They all 
kept repeating the phrases: "White Power" and "The color of your 
skin will be your uniform". A black roan attacked the speakers 
platform for a third time and was restrained. All speakers were 
very inflamatory in their speech. The audience appeared very'’ 
hostile toward the NRP speakers and members. There were many 
hecklers in the audience. 
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A fourth incident occurred when an NRP member 
called a hippie-type youth a "Kike" a fight occurred and 
police restrained the youth and allowed the NKP member to 
depart the area in his car. 

Source advised that the rally ended at approximately

SE. OFFICER CURTIS I^JEN SPEAKS OUT FOR THE i^P IN NORTH CAROLINA 


Curtis Bruen, a Section Leader in the uniformed Security Echelon (SE) of the 
NRP in our Washington, D. C. - Northern Virginia branch, had the .crowning 
honor to be the first , NRP official to speak at a meeting of White militants in' 
North Carolina. On the afternoon of September 23, 1973 - the courageous , 
and often martyred U. S. Marine LeRoy Gibson opened a meeting of. the Rights 
Of White People (ROWP) ■ near Holly Ridge, - North Carolina. There were ap- 
proximately 65 White patriots in attendance with delegates and . speakers from 
the North Carolina Knights of the KKK,. the National 'Youth Alliance, the 
NSWPP, and the National States Rights Party, as well as the NRP. The invo- 
cation was given by the Klud of the North Carolina Realm of the KKK. After 
this LeRoy Gibson, gave a fiery oration to the attendant listeners. This patri- 
. otic hero has been arrested and placed under bond many times to discourage 
his fire brand activities in North Carolina. Two other Kiansmen in’ full regalia 
and Mr. Biedermann, a youthful and competent officer of the NSWPP in Arling- • 
ton spoke after Mr. Gibson. NRP officer Curtis Bruen rounded out the _ after- ' 
noon's engagement with.an address on behalf of the NRP and seeking financial 
support for the ROWP and Mr* Gibson. Mr. Bruen' s speech lasted 30 minu- 
tes in which he extolled the courage of Mr. Gibson and read excerpts from the 
NRP Program, gave the early history of the NRP, and explained the signifi- 
cance of our grey shirt uniform to the local folks. A motorcade was then 
formed 4o*nearby Wilmington, -North Carolina where .Lawrence Little, Minister 
of 'Information for the ROWP is presently imprisoned in lieu of $ 130, 000 bond. 

His charges stem from various mysterious bombings of leftist enterprises in 
Wilmington- Jacksonville area of North Carolina. The White militants pick- 
eted the prison and gave a sum of money to aid Larry Little in making canteen 
purchases. The, meeting was covered by radio, TV, and press on September 
23-24. On the morning of September' 24th a TV crew and reporters from 
Channel 12 went to Mr. Gibson's home and interviewed both he and Curtis 
Bruen, who was in full NRP uniform standing by LeRoy Gibson's side through- 
out the interview. Mr. Bruen furnished reporters with NRP literature. The 
whole affair was a fine demonstration of cooperation between patriotic American 
movements which are working for White self-determination in the USA. ,

This rally lasted approximately one hour and was , 
attended by approximately 100 bystanders but was broken up w police 
due to the disturbance caused by members of the ACP.

The main speech?.was 
given by NRP Director MADOLE which consisted of anti-Semitic 
and anti-Negro remarks.

During the speeches other members of the NRP passed 
out NRPiliterature. At the height of the rally about 150 
people gathered to listen to MADOLE. The N&WfYork City Police 
Department (NYCPD) was on the scene and, on one occasion quited

LEWI GALLED IT HIS 
“MIGHTIEST WEAPON” 


NO ONE can hope to be able to interpret 
an4, understand politics, whether national 
w International, who has not ahead/ pene- 
trated and fully understood the potentiality 
of what Lenin catted his “most powerful 
weapon" - the lie. 

The tie n a powerful weapon because 
the great majority of people are honest, 
And people who are honest not only speak 
the truth and Eve the truth most of the time, 
but they habitually believe what they are 
told. The credulity of the truth-tetter is a 
habit not easily broken. 

On the other hand, habitual liars are 
not easily defeated by lies. One of the 
criminals involved in the Oppenheimer jewel 
robbery learned this to his cost a couple of 
years after Ids South African adventure, 
when he tried to execute an ingenious 
confidence trick on some Arabs in Tangier. 
It was their incredulity, their distruct, born 
out of their own untruthfulness and un- 
trustworthiness, that landed the trickster in 
gaol. 

Millions of people today, especially in 
the Western world, are poetically disabled to 
a greater or lesser degree by an honesty that 
renders them dangerously vulnerable to the 
skilfully used lie. Being themselves free from 
guile they are utterly incapable of detecting 
it in another. Nay, they cannot even suspect 
something that lies altogether outside their 
understanding. 

They are defeated, as it were, by 
opponents operating in another dimension 
* of realty. 

The average man -and that description 
often includes people in positions of great 
responsibility in the Western world — trusts 
and expects to be trusted. 

This simplicity, this frankness, this 
naivete, this innocent trustfulness - the 
attributes of a race which has survived down 
the ages by bravery rather than by cunning 
— all these things have become a source of 
weakness in the world of today. They 
provide a rich soil in which the Be grows and 
multiplies in tropical luxuriance, 

ART OF DISSIMULATION 

When Lenin spoke about his "most 


powerful weapon” he was not referring to 
the simple untruthful statement of fact, 
whether in speech or writing. That sort of 
lie is for schoolboys. Here there is always 
an element of danger, calling for some 
courage in the liar. Therefore it is not the 
kind of lie that exerts the most deadly 
influence in modern power politics, 

Lenin was referring to the whole 
complex, marvellously recondite art of dis- 
simulation in which even honest men arc 
frequently involved, serving unwittingly as 
the most effective instruments of deception 
and betrayal. 

Never is the lie more effective and 
more dangerous to a nation than when it is 
propagated by honest men who have accepted 
it as the truth and pass it on m good faith, 

What happens almost invariably, there- 
fore. is that weak minds and weak per- 
sonalities are first infected, and these are 
then turned loose on the rest of the popu- 
lation; not only turned loose, sometimes, but 
organised into parties and political groups 
and rkhly supplied with funds. 

In this way, falsehood is used as 
Weapon No, 1 against the national spirit 
everywhere. Let us consider briefly how it 
happens. 


REACTIONS UNDER PRESSURE 

In any nation at any time there are 
people who are strong and courageous and 
there are people who are weak and timid. 
There are those who are inclined to 
endure the nervous tension, the pressure and 
even real danger to life and limb, in their 
determination to preserve their nation intact 
and along with it all the things they value 
most. 

The others lack the power to resist 
hostile pressure. They cannot stand the 
nervous tension that is inseparable from any 
opposition of vital interests. Hence they are 
powerfully inclined to seek relief from the 
agony of tension by giving way. 

Now here is a most significant fact: 
the weak man will never admit that he is 
weak. He will admit that he is not physically 
strong, but he will not admit that he is not 


morally strong. The timid man will not 
admit his timidity, ids chicken-heartedness. 
To do so w ould involve the collapse of his 
self-respect, the principle of integrity that 
holds his faculties together. 

There are some things a man cannot 
admit to himself without destroying himself 
altogether. * 

As an individual, the man of weak 
spirit feels that his survival is threatened by 
the determination of the group to preserve 
it self and its values, /Yet he cannot dissociate 
himself from his group. He cannot live 
without the emotional sustenance that his 
group provides. 

So how is he to resolve his personal 
conundrum.except by trying to prevail upon 
his group to give way, to make concessions, 
to give up the struggle? 

POLITICAL WEAKLINGS 

It is most important that we should 
remember that the weak man in this context 
is the one who is politically weak, He is 
weak h respect of that complex of instincts, 
aptitudes and appetite for conflict which 
bw&s the individual to his society, rendering 
him willing to suffer and endure and even, 
sacrifice himself entirely for that society, 

Weak men of this class are always most 
numerous in the artificial environment of a 
great city and are found in the highest 
concentration among those commonly 
known as the "urban intelligentsia” — that 
is to say, people who by reason of an 
excessive specialisation in purely mental 
pursuits have suffered a certain loss of animal 
vigour and an etiolation of the insthctual 
side of their personalities. 

The same qualities - or rather, lack of * 
qualities — that make them poor human 
material in a hot war, make them poor 
material, too, in a cold war. In time of hot 
war they supply the pacifists; in time of cold 
war the presets of doom and the ideological 
appeasers. 

b The presence of a substantial element 
of this kind inside a nation offers a wonderful 
opportunity to the enemy, whether it is an 
external enemy or an internal one, 

How does he exploit this opportunity? 
He supplies the clever, instinctually etiolated 
ones with a rationalisation of their weakness, 
their pusillanimity! He "proves” to them 
that they are right, and even "good”, and 
that the strong ones who are ready to go 
down fighting are foolish, and perhaps even 
wicked! 

He gives to the weak clement in the 
population an ideological justification, some- 
thing it so desperately needs. In this way be 
makes weakness and timidity appear as 
proof of superior intelligence and virtue. 

Nay, he will even under take to ‘prove” 
that it is braver to submit than to resist! 

In this way the enemy seeks to creaf 
division in the nation which, as the press* 
and the danger increase, he hopes to be a 
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to widen. 

How eagerly the poetically weak grasp 
at this philosophy of self-justification!

The National Renaissance Party (NRP) 
was founded in 1949 by James H. Madole, 

National Director. The NRP is 
headquartered in Madole' s residence, 

10 West 90th Street, Apartment 8, 

New York, New York. This organization 
has been described as anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic and neo-Fascist. 

A confidential informant, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised on August 7., 

1974, that James H. Madole was scheduled to appear on 
a radio show to be broadcast by Radio Station WLMD, Laurel, 
Mazy land, between noon and 2:00 p.m. on August 17, 1974. 
Reportedly, Madole was to be interviewed concerning his 
political and racial views as leader of the NRP and 
answer questions telephoned in by the radio audience. 

A / 1 The above informant advised on August 19, 

1974, that MadoleVhad not arrived at noon on August 17, 
r 1974, when DenniqlRichards * show featuring Madole began. 
Richards conm«nted\ however, that several of Madole* s 
supporters were outside the radio station attempting to 
gain admittance. According to the source, Richards filled 
in the time reading NRP literature which had been sent 
to him in advance by Madole.

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MADOLE commented that it is about time someone 
stood up ;for the civil rights for white people. He said 
that when the NRP program takes effect, no blacks could be 
citizens and that the NRP encourages black movements 


to repatriate blacks to African countries even to the

RICHARDS remarked that on Tuesday he had had 
BRUEN^on the show at BRUEN*s request and that 
tented that he was an officer of the NRP, In answer, 
identified BRUEN not as an officer of the NRP, 
but as an officer in the Uniform' Security echelon of the 
NRP, the paramilitary staff ^Hose purpose is to protect 
NRP meetings, et cetera.

RICHARDS was also very critical of MADOLE* s 
philosophy, physical appearance and made the remark that 
he pitied MADOLE. 


The enclosed tapes need not be returned to Baltimore 
and are being submitted to the Bureau for possible use 
.as extremist matter training material since they contain 
a good portrayal of the white hate leadership mentality. 


There were no remarks made either by MADOLE or 
WHITE "which could be construed as being in violation 
of any Federal statute.

This, organization has been described 
as anti- Negro, anti-Semitic and 
neo-Fascist, 

On May 5, 1975, a confidential informant, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advised 
that a rally sponsored by the NRP was held on Saturday 
evening, May 3, 1975, at the Bicentennial .Center, 201 
South Washington Street, Alexandria, Virginia, The 
meeting began shortly after 7:00 p.m, and attracted a 
total of less than 50 people, including a contingent of 
a dozen or so newspaper reporters and photographers. 

The meeting concluded at approximately 10:30 p,m, without 
incident, 

Madole, the first speaker of the evening, arrived 
at about 7:00 p,m., together with five or six of his 
Security Echelon (uniformed security section of the NRP), 

He was introduced by Gaylord Lee Burwick, local NRP 
activist who acted as plaster of Ceremonies, and he talked 
for one hour on various racial and political ideology 
espoused by the NRP, Madole and other NRP speakers expressed 
Indignation that Ku Klux Klan leaders, Reverend Ray Doerfler

of Pennsylvania and Jerry Green of southern New Jersey, 
who were scheduled to speak, failed to show up for the 
meeting. Madole indicated that he had always responded

. with the Klan. 

James Wagner, an NRP member, followed Hadole 
on the rostrum and spoke for a half .hour. He was followed 
by Schuyler Ferris, a well-known local right-wing, activist, 
who was introduced as "Dave Hess" by Hadole. Ferris, gave 
a dramatic oration which lasted 40 minutes or more and 
had to be cut short by Burwick. Joseph Curtis \Bruen, 
a local NRP Security Echelon leader, spoke briefly, and 
the program was concluded by Hadole. The informant 
noted that Charles White, leader of the Fighting American 
Nationalists of North Carolina who was also a scheduled 
speaker, alsof ailed to appear, as did Roy Frankhouser, 
extreme right-wing activist from Reading, Pennsylvania.

It is usually 
to a handful of enthusiastic supporters or sometimes to a 
much larger crowd of hecklers. 

"But yesterday, the self-proclaimed 'fuehrer* of the 
National Renaissance Party had a different kind of audience 
in a small, crowded Manhattan federal courtroom. 

"Madole, was testifying as a government witness 
In the trial of Michael H. Brown, charged with attempting to 
bomb the Meditation Room in the UN last August. 

"Brown, 32, an insurance salesman from Berea, 

Kentucky, was linked to right-wing extremist groups at the 
time of his arrest but there have only been oblique references 
to his political affiliations during the first two days of 
his trial. 

"One of these references was made by Madole when 
he described a brief meeting with Brown in early August shortly 
before the defendant allegedly placed five sticks of dynamite 
under a bench in a room used for meditation at the UN. The 
explosives failed to ignite and were discovered by a UN 
security guard. 

"Madole said the meeting had taken place in his 
apartment at 10 W, 90th Street, where they discussed 'old 
mutual friends ' • 

"Assistant U. S. Attorney Andrew Schaffer asked 
Madole If these mutual friends were 'political associates' 
and the witness replied, 'Yes, for the most part*. But 
that was as close as he came to mentioning their political 
affiliations • 
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“Another witness testified about a second scheme 
Brown allegedly also planned. 

“Harvey E. Wittenmore, a friend of Brown's, said 
that the defendant had approached him last spring with a plan 
to 'destroy statues' in Washington, D.C., with a battery- 
operated saw. But the witness pointed out that there was no 
such tool in existence as far as he knew. 

"James Glass, Jr., an FBI agent, also testified that 
after Brown's September arrest in Berea, he had heard the 
defendant mutter, 'This just goes to show that he can't 
make any moves against the commies in Hew York City and get 
away with It*. 

"Brown was Indicted under a law that makes it a 
federal crime to attempt to injure foreign officials or 
destroy their property. He also is accused of conspiracy 
and transportation of explosives across state lines with the 
intent to kill or Injure persons. 

“If convicted on all four counts. Brown could receive 
maximum prison sentences totaling 25 years. 

“The trial resumes today before U. S. District Judge 
Lawrence W. Pierce. The government is expected to rest its 
case after several more witnesses."

On May 5 , 1975, a rally sponsored by the NBP was 
held on Saturday evening.
